NE sure way to add to 
the confusion, and to 
prevent you and the family 
from enjoying the holiday, 
is to leave until! the last 
minute the task of putting 
the kitchen and its equip- 
ment to rights. 


Now is the time, and high 
time it is, to get every bit of 
cquipment In order, and to go 
over all utensils, china, glass and 
silver, Discard the obsolete, and 
put aside pieces that can be re- 
paired ofther professionally or 
at home, The last-minuto tty 
ing up of tho kitchen—elnce It 
ls becoming more and = mvre 
popular as a snackery—can como 
later. Now is the thme to get 
after stove and refrigerator, and 
cocking and serving equipment. 


That range, be It gas or elec- 
tric, won't give the best resulte, 
however fine the Ingredients, 
however great your skill as a 
cook, if tt isn’t in first-class 
working conditlon. Elementa that 
are almost burned out or that 
have become dull should be re- 
moved. Gas burners should be 
renowed if they are worn out, 
Sometimes oll that a sluggish gas 
burner needs Is a really good 
unclogding of Sts vents.

Jimmy Dimmock signed professional forms for Tottenham Hotspur 
in August 1919. Clapton Orient were anxious to sign him, and he wanted

Sin, who pleaded guilty 


to unlawfully killing a pedes- 


trian Chung Yung on October 16 in Taipo, was remanded 


to the date of his trial. 


Mr Simon Li, Crown Coun- 
scl, jn oulllning the facta of the 
case, told the Court that on 
October 15, accused was driving 
o lorry loadey with sand along 
i Kong San Road, Taipo, 


Accused wus not driving at 
en excessive speed but when he 
negotiated a bend part of the 
Jorry hit o wall, killing a 
pedestrian, 

Subsequent investigations re- 
vealed thut accused wags not a 
licenced lorry driver although 
he had held a driving Ucence 
in Canton, 


IN POOR STATE 


Mr Li said that the lorry was 
grossly overloaded by - 29 
hundredweight. The vehicle 
lisecl€ wes in a very poor state 
of repalr, the stecring being 
loose, the braking system com- 
pletely defective and the wind- 
screen covered with dust and 
dirt so much so that the wind-' 
screen had to be cleaned before 
the Police could drive the lorry 
uway, 

Mr Wicks sald that in 
manslaughter there should be 
evidence of reckless disregard to 
the Ilves of persons using the 
road, According to his opinion 
the incident sounded Mke an 
error of judgment on the part 
of the accused. ‘ 

“The only element in this 
case is the fact that the wind- 
sereen was so. dirty,” said Mr 
Wicks. : 

“Tho windscreen was _ cleaned 
‘by the Police,” said Mr Li. ‘

“Direct financial beip has not 
been and may not yet be neces- 
sary but. every aspect of the 
Colony’s finances should be con- 
sidercd in relation to this pro- 
Viem of keeping our people em- 
ployed. It is with deference that 
Il suggest that methods and 
Principles sound twenty years 
ago are so no longer when our 
population has more than 
doubled and we have changed 
from an €ntrepot into a hive of 
industry. 

“Our manufacturer May pay 
lower money weges than in 
some other countrics, but his 
in\jal capital costs him very 
much more, whilst the cost of 
his land and buildings would 
sheck mort of, his critics, Gov- 
vernment could do somcthing to 
remedy one and much the other.
